(By Carter Wormeley) 
Richmond—Virginia ships 
more sweet.potatoes than any | 
other state- in the United 
States, according to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, | 
The number of cars sent from | 
Virginia is usually 30 per cent!

for the entire Country. The 
shipments of the 1926 crop 
amount compared with 4,700! 
cars in 1925. There is no} 
other state that is even a close | 
second in the shipment of this 
crop. Maryland and Louisi- 
ana, which are the next larg- 
est shippers rarely ever have 
over 2,000 cars which is only 
one-third of the Virginia ship- 
ments. 
The average price of sweet 
potatoe: to the commerical 
* growers in Virginia for the 
1926 crop was 75 cents per 
bushel, compared with $1.27 
in the preceding year. The 
large crop this year is the

SCIENTIST SAYS AMAZONS 
WERE MEN WITHOUT BEARDS 


Deciares Greeks Mletook Sex of An 
clent Wartlore on Account of 
Their Shaven Faces. 

Philadelphia.—The centuries-old, leg- 
end about the Amazons, a nation of 
female warriors who carried. fire and 
sword to ancient Greece, Asia Minor, 
Arabla, Syria and Egypt, was declared 
2 myth by Dr. J. L. Myres, secretary 
of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, who was here 
recently attending the meetings of the 
American association. 

‘The Amaxons,, according to Doctor 
Myres, were not wowen at all but men 
who had shaved and consequently | 
looked Ike women to the bearded 
treeka, who Yirst gave them a place 
in history. 

Professor Myres declares careful 
study of recent archeological evidence 
clears up the mystery of the Amazons. 
Their shaven appearance, he adds, 
elther led their foes to believe them 
women, or they were called women in 
contempt for the effeminacy of their 
appearance, 

Archeologists, said Doctor Myres, 
have found representations of beard-| 
less men in the Hittite monuments on 
a plateau near the headwaters of the 
Sagarius river, the modern Sukaris, in| 
Asia Minor, By deciphering the Hit-/ 
tite language It has beentearned that | 
these men actually participated in the

New York.—Fifty young men and 


‘women students at the Homeopathic 


Medical college have volunteered to 
be artificially “stung” by bees and 
spiders in an attempt to determine 
whether the venom can be made to 
serve sgmeé medicinal purpose. 

Members of the squad with note 
book and pencil will reeérd the mental 
and physical effects of the poisons as 
they are injected while experts make 
careful observations. 

While the layman probably never 
bas noticed any beneficial result from 
an encounter with a bee or a spider, 
the scientists at the college believe 
the poisons of the insects may be & 
remedy for forms of kidney disease. 

Small amounts ofthe poisons will 
be given the students at first. Ry 
summer vacation, doses will be in- 
creased to such an extent that hos- 
pitalization may be necessary.

Common Mistakes In The 1926, 

Tobacco Crop_ 

Ist. The bed,conditions on last 
Springs crop was just as severe 
as the year previous in 1925. 
Many growers failed to look af- 
ter their beds and sped the plants 
along. The dry cold weather 
held the plants back-whictr'made 
them small, and undesirable to 
use at planting time. Speed up 
Give them atten- 
tion. 

2nd. Some growers are at- 
tempting to make plants with- 
This cannot be 
done. Look after you canvas. 

3rd. If it dry beds may need 
watering. This is important and 
has. been neglected a great deal. 
Water and fertilize the plants. 

4th. Some’ growers still insist 
on leaving about all the top to 
the tobacco plant, thinking that 
instructions. for topping down is 
not worth while. They are mak- 
Topping gets rid 
of tips that are worthless and 
makes the same weight in higher 
red leaf‘tobacco. 

Some abused their tobacco by 


hauling on wagon after cutting. | 


The green heavy stalks were 
piled on as long as would stack 
up. This is utter ruin to tobacco 
and no one can stay in the -busi- 
ness and practice such methods 
of hauling from field to barn 
Only four or five layers should 
be allowed on frame at one load, 
with hay under same. 

Sth. Many failed to put their 
crop in the barn when the time 
came for barning. The heavy 
weather caused barn damage af- 
terward.

Mh. It is a common mistake to 
put off grading tobacco. The 
crop should be made ready so 
that when the price is steady, 
dispose of it. - 

10th. Some were careless in, 
grading, allowing damaged leaf 
to mix through all the grades.

llth. It is still a-practice with 
some to sprinkle water on their 
tobacco to bring it in case. This 
is bad and unnecessary practice. 
A grower has three months to 
bring his tobacco in case and 
water must not ever touch it. 

12th. Many fail to pack down 
their tobacco to hold it in case 
and some pack down to much in 
bulk to cause damage. Study in- 
structions on packing down and 
handling the crop after it is grad 
This is seri- 
ous and causes much loss. This 
also applies to packing down for 
grading. 

13th. Some allowed their crop 
to be sold and disposed of on an 
up-set and unsteady market. A

Plant The Tobacco Seed 


It so happens often that some 
are inclined to hesitate about put- 
ting out their tobacco beds. This 
is the wrong thing to do. You 
have time yet on up to the mid- 
die of March. Plant out these 
beds so you will have a chance 
to make a crop. One might feel 
that it is not convenient to get 
the bed out. You should not wait 
on convenience, There are few 
things that we do because of con- 
venience 
plant your bed convenience or no 
convenience. This is a very busy 
time of year ort the farm but you 
fean get your tobacco bed burnt 
and planted perhaps while it 
would be too wet to plow or to 
do other farm work. Do not let 
anything keep you from planting 
your seed.

This Year 


The Burley Committee 
wishes to announce that they 
will not distribute tobacco 
seed this year, that they will 
‘try to have all the Banks of 
the County carry seed so that 
farmers can get them. ‘I'hey 
urge that alf farmers get 
plenty of seed and plant their 
beds. 


Do Not Pack Down Too Wet 


| Some damage has occured 
|by packing-down in too big 
‘bulk. In November or early 
| December grading, the tobac- 
|co cannot stay down as long 
jas later. Pack early tobaceo 
in small bulk and be certain 
|to work off in few days to a- 
void damage. The Novem- 
ber tobacco and early Decem- 
ber should be hung back on 
|the stick as there is danger of 
| moulding in the bind. Then 
|just before going to market 
some week or ten days pack 
down. Watch your bulk even 
at this. It is desirable to 
press your tobacco with 
weights when packing down. 
It looks better and sells bet- 
ter to come out of a press. 
The proper amount of water 
tobacco should have to make 
the right “case,” is 10 to 12 
Ibs. water to the 100 Ibs. 
The buyers want it in case, 
and tobacce is at a disadvan- 
tage without it.

‘Chere are two methods now of 
cutting tobacco. The old meth- 
od used a thin tobacco knife 
splitting the stalk down from top 
to within eight or ten inches of 
bottom, then cut stalk off and 
place on stick, The new method 
lis known as the spear method. 
A sharp spear is used to place 
over the end of each stalk, the 
stick having been sharpened 
slightly for this purpose. After 
the stalk is cut down it is placed 
over the spear near the butt end 
and down on to the stick. It is 
considered that this method 
saves labor, and makes a much 
higher quality of tobacco. It is 

becoming the one mostly 
used by experienced tobacco 
growers. An old hoe~ blade 
makes a good spear at your own 
blacksmith for about 10 or 15 
cents.

had only a small amount. 

A number 
of farmers are making orders 
for this variety. Joe Parkey 
of Gibson Stafion has ordéred 
six bushels of Jarvis Golden 


| Prolific which is atwo eared 


yellow corn and is the second 
heaviest yielder in Tennéssee. 
It is nota flint corn, has a 
medium sized ear, but makes 
up in yield with two ears‘ to 
stalk if ground is reasonably 
fertile. This is a little earlier 
than the average white. corn 
and Mr. Parkey is planting to 
hog-down this 10 acres and ia 
planting soy beans between 
hills at same time of corn 
planting. This adding soy 
beans is the most approved 
method of hog -fatten- 
ing with the least amount of 
labor. The beans miake a 
balanced ration with the corn.

e of the outstanding 
facts regarding the agriculture 
of the South is its low corn 
yields. This is especially so 
in the tobacco and cotton sec- 
tions where long crop rota- 
tions are not followed. It has 
been estimated that when the 
yields of corn are around 14 
bushels per acre, it costs the 
farmer about $1.30 per bushel

ascension, and 29 degrees 48 minutes 
south declination. It was moving to 
the southeast, which makes {t still 
lower in the sky for American obsery 
ers, s0 probably no observers in north 
¢rD countries will be able to Bee it at 
all, At Braamfontein, near Johannes 
burg, where the discoverer is located. 
however, it is now almost directly 
overhead at sunrise. and though tt ix 
too faint to be seen except with u 
telescope. It will probabiy be observed

Against Smallpox 


Fhe proximity of a small- 
pox in a neighboring county 
has already aroused people of 
the surrounding country to 
the danger that might spread 
to their communities, for peo- 
ple will always judge danger 
by its nearness to them. To 
prepare for the peril before it 
strikes, in the estimation of 
many, is “too much trouble.” 
For a century and a quarter 
people have been told by the 
medical profession that vacci- 
nation is the only safe and cer- 
tain practical value, there is 
much antivaccination senti- 
ment due to ignorance or mis- 


jconstruction of the facts. 


Smallpox was once the most 
prevalent-and dreaded diseass 
inthe world. Before the days 
of vaccination scarcely five 
persons out of a hundred’ 
escaped it, and about a quar- 
ter of those who took it died. 
Many of those who recovered 
were mutilated or maimed for 
life. It is still unduly preval- 
ent. People will continue to 
be maimed, mutilated and 
killed by this terrible scourge 
but these people will be the 
ones who have petty scruples 
against vaccination. 

The control’of smallpox by 
vaccination has been demon- 
strated over a period of a 
hundred. and twenty-five 
years. Innumerable concrete 
examples could be listed here 
as they have been in the past 
but time and space would not 
permit. However, the preva- 
lence of the disease in the

There. are various manage- 
ment practices that will im- 
prove the quality of eggs. In 
the first place, laying stock 
should be kept on clean land. 
The houses and nests should 
be kept clean at all times and 
only clean eggs should be 
marketed. Dirty eggs not 
only look bad but they sell 
less readily. Get them out 
of the nests promptly, In 
warm weather, when the 
temperature is eighty degrees 
and above, the contents: of 
the egg tend to evaporate 
rather fast and eggs become 
stale quickly if they’re left in 
the nests. The same is true 
if you let broody hens sit on 
either fertile or infertile eggs. 
And, of course, eggs should 
not be left exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun. 





The ideal’ condition for 
raising chickens is on open 
range, without yards. Fences 
greatly increase the labor 
cost as well’as the cost of 
equipment and maintenance. 
When open range is not prac- 
tical it’s best to raise them in 
one large yard or field, a field 
fenced to keep the chickens 
in and the dogs and rodents 
out.

Law is Upheld 





The: Supreme Court has 
just decided that’ carelessness 
with fire need not be confined 
to Federal forest lands in order 
to constitute a criminal offense 
under Section 53 of the United 
States Criminal Coed. Leay- 
inga fire near a Federal forest 
without totally extinguishing 
it even though the fire is start- 
ed on private land is a crimi- 
nal offense in the eves of the 
Court, and punishable by fine 
or imprisonment if national 
forest timberland is endanger- 
ed. The decision is especially, 
important’ to national forest 
protection, according to the 
Forest Service of the United 
States Department’ of Agri- 

culture, for their many thous- 
ands of miles of boundary are 
subject to the grave danger of 
fires that originate on adjac- 
ent private lands and may 
sweep into national forest 
land. 
“This decision, coming at 
the very begining of our main 
forest fire scason, will be a 
powerful factor in preventing 
carelessness with fire on, pri- 
vate lands within and near the 
national forests,” according to 
E. E. Carter, acting forester 
‘of the Forest Service. “The 
careless camper or owner can 
no longer plead private owner- 
ship as an excuse for leaving 
a live fire which escapes into 
Government. timber. This, 
combined with the fact that 
the law applies equally clear- 
ly and forcefully to fires 
abandoned ‘cn Government 
land, gives a strong weapon 
for combating this phase of 
the fire problem.

11 BILLION DOLLARS YEARLY 


Figuree Represent the Aggregate Ex. 
Penditures of Federal, State and 
Local Governments. 


Washington.—The total cost of gov- 
serument in the United States for the 
Qscal year 1925 was $11,124,000,000, 
compared to $10,983,000,000 for 1924 
and $2,919,000,000 for 1913, according 
to the oational industrial conference 
hoard, as announced recently. These 
figures are the aggregate expenditures 
of federal, state and local govern. 
ments, and include capital outlays and 
debt requiremenus, 

The Increase over 1924 was despite 
# $365,000.000 decrense {n the federal 
government's disbursements. -Federal 
expenses increased again in 1926, how 
ever, 

“Although the federal government 
in 1925 succeeded {n checking the rts 
log tendency of ite expenditures 
through a consistent polfcy of econo 
my and “judicious debt retirement 
here fs little hope that departmental 
expenses can be much further reduced 
owing to the increaaing demand for 
necessary pubite service of all kinds,” 
said Magous W. Alexander, president 
of the conference board. ate and 
focal governments have generally fol- 
lowed exactly the opposite policy, 
spending more and more from year 
to year and borrowing whatever they 
needed to make ap the discrepancy 
between tax collections and expendi. 
tures.” 

Local agencies tn 1925 expended $5,- 
829,000,000, according to the board’s 
Ogures, as against $5,421,000,.000 fo 
1924 and $5,136,000,000 in 1923. State 
governments spent $1,530,000.000 in 
1925, $1.441,000,000 in 1924 and $1,- 
-244,000,000 in 1923. Federal expendi- 
tures for the fiseal year 1025 were $3,- 
765,000,000; for the two “preceding 
years, $4,121,000,000 and $3,885,000,- 
00, In 1926 they {ncreased to $3,936, 
000,000, 

The increase in population has been 
more rapid than that of expenditures, 
however, so the per capita cost of 
government decreased slightly in 1925.

PLAN HIGHWAY 
OF 2,275 MILE 


Concrete Roadway From 
Chicago to Los Angeles 
Is Contemplated. - 








Chicago.—A concrete highway from 
Chicago to Los Angeles Will link the 
corn fields of the Middle West with 
the ofl regions and fruit lunds of the 
Pacific. This ts the plan of the re 
cently formed United States Highway 
68 association, which visualizes a 
“Main Street of Americy," that will 
serve both us a commercial and a 
military bighwuy. ‘Travel’ me be- 
tween the two points will be reduced 
by several days, t ts Pxpected. 

This pavement will be about 2.275 
miles long and the width in beavily 
traveled sections will be as much as 
40 feet. The mapped-out route fs 200 
giles shorter than any other bighway 
or rallroad between Chicago and Los 
Angeles und when finished the trip 
may be made comfortably inyeght or 
nine days, ‘ 

United States Highway 66, its off 
clat name, follows established main 
roadways as much as possible. In IIli- 
nois, for instance, the route follows 
the 275-mile paved highway from Chi- 
cago to St. Louts, However, tn the 
Interest of shortened travel United 
States Highway 66 breaks to the 
southwest from the Billionarea to 
Springfeld and Joplin, even though « 
250mile stretch of concrete now ex- 
tends westward from St. Louis to 
Kansas City. About half of the bigh- 
way 1s paved from St. Louis to Joplin. 
» Expect Co-operation. 

From Joplin on there js very little 
paving, but through the centralized or- 
ganization bighway authorities are 
certain that the co-operation between 
county, state agd federal government 
road builders will bring about an 
early completion of this concrete rib- 
bon. 

The route extends to Tulsa, Okla 
homa City and Texola from Joplin and 
then touches an oll region of upper 
Texas. The roadway then passes on 
to mysterfous Santa Fe, N. M., and 
from there to Albuquerque, which 
hardly anybody can spell, and on to 
Gallup, made famous by eastern sce 
nario and magngzine writers who have 
been there. 

Holbrook, Flugstaff and Needles are 
high spets on the thoroughfare 
through the tombstone and cactus 
state of Arizona, The Rocky moun 
tains are crossed without encounter: 
ing any dangerous passes, welcome 
news for prospective tourists from the 
Great Plains. The roadway then drops 
down to San Bernardino, Calif. and 
Los Angeles is but a short journey 
away.

“LOST DAUPHIN” 
BOBS UP AGAI 


Libel Suit in Paris Court 
Revives Mystery of 
French Heir. 


Paris.—Once more across the scene 
ip France there moves the tragic fix- 
ure of the “Lost Dauphin,” the pa- 
thetle encrowned Louls XVII, who 
died a prisoner in the Temple and 
around whose personality # score of 
legends have been woven. Still the 
tale persists that the unfortunate 
prince escaped; still recollectioné are 
brought forth of the dozens of pre- 
tenders who bave claimed that they 
were the authentic beir to the Bour- 
bon throne of France. Only the other 
day in a Parle court there was en 
acted an echo of the famous Naun- 
dort! case when Louis Charles Jean 
Philipye de Bourbon, calling bimself 
the rightful king of France, brought 
an unsuccessful action for tIbel on ac- 
count of statements published about 
Naundorff, bis grendfather, says the 
New York Times. 

Was the ten-year-old Dauphin res- 
cued from his prison tower by royhl- 
ists and taken to England? Did be 
make bis way to America snd end « 
long life there, as some have as- 
aerted? Eminent historians have 
busied themselves for years produc- 
ing proote of the prince's death snd 
dismissing the reports that he wes 
see in other countries tong ufter 
the date of bis burial. 

No less than 25 “lost Daupbint"— 
the foremost of them Neundorff—have 
appeared before French courts to 
“press their claims. Hergevault, fru- 
chard, Marassin, Mathurin Bruneau. 
Dufresne, Persat, Auguste Meves, 
Fontolive, Richemont—these are only 
a few of the “missing princes” Who 
each im his day collected enthusiustic 
partisans and disturbed the govero- 
ment of France. 

‘fhe little Louis XVII who saw bis 
royal father and Marie Antoinette, bis 
mother, go from the Temple to the 
guillotine bad not been dead five years 
before there were aigos that the tale 
that he was still alive was finding its 
sympathetic audience. Ln a work by # 
certain Regnault-Warin it was de 
talled how the Dauphin was smug: 
sled from the Temple tower in 
woote: hebbyhorse and a dumb and 
sickly child left in bis place. This 
was the child, it was asserted, that 
died in the privon, ‘The Daupbin bim- 
self, according to the romunce, was 
hailed as king at Fonteno-and later 
put aboard a ship for America. The 
ship was seized by a republican frigate 
and the Dauphin died between its 
decks. 

Wide Variety of Claimants, 

The Regoault-Warin volume tn 
epired many claimants to the throne. 
Staruingly alike are the tales oar 
rated by the various “Daupbins" 2s 
they were brought before the court. 
Hergevault, the son of a callor, 
sprang into {nstant fame ss the frst 
claimant, gathering a small court 
about him and declaring that the elder 
Mergevault had provided the substi 
tate in the tower, while he bimself was 
the real prince, Hailed for a time In 
Spain as the authentic Dauphin, Her. 
gevault was arrested on bis return to 
France xod sent to prison for four 
years. But so sooner was be free 
Than be collected once more his circle 
ot followers aud resumed his pose. 
For a second Lime he faced the court, 
which sent bim to Bicetre, where be 
died, stil! proclaiming that be was the 
Dauphin. 

A drummer boy tried it next. He 
gonfessed eventually that be was the 
jaencof a clockmaker. A third con- 
testant polnted to the mark of & 
fleur-de-lis and crown and we Bour- 
bun initials ou bis thigh as proof that 
he was the prisoner of the Temple. 
Both found adherents who were loyal 
to them. 

‘The popular mind refuses to believe 
‘that romantic figures pass away. So 
firmly hed the tale of the substitute 
ebild gripped the public that it became 
the foundation of every “missint 
Dacphin” claim that appeared. Math 
wrin Bruneau, the son of a shoe 
maker, retarned to France from 
America to press his clalm to the 
throne. He went further thun bis 
fellow-claimants, issuing a series of 
proclamations in the name of the 
king of France which promptly landed 
him bebind prison bars. 

‘Up to the time of the fail of the 
Bourbons the “missing Dauphine” 
hed uniformly been persons from the 
lower ranks of society; but now # 
tetally different type of claimant—an 
individual of natural gifts yvith the 
ability to convince influential circles 

bout to appear. In this clas 

mm are listed Neundorff and 
Richemont, the two men who gave 
the government of France the most to 
think about tn connection witb thelr 
representations, 

Tt was in 1881 that Richemont made 


wmugnis and statements from important 
persons. 
Fate of Richemont. 

Uafortepately fer Richewont, how 
exer, he seema te bave been pov 
seagad of a natural liking for Intrigue 
of ail varieties. Following up his 
memoirs with a volley of pamphlets 
and mixing entbustastically in a host 
ef political intrigues, he rapidly be 
@eze such a thora ip the side of the 
@everament that the police wade u 








spiracy against the life of the king 
‘and the safety of the stute. 

He created 2 sepsaion by ceclar- 
ing that be bad disclosed bis identity 
a@ the Dauphin to Louis XVII, but 
‘4d refuted to prese bis claim to the 
Uiroue @t the time, fearing that it 
would precipitate a eivil war. He 
tqld a tale of being rescued from the 
Temple in 2 basket of laundry and 
of travel in italy, America and Brazil 

Twelve years’ imprisonment was the 
penalty he received, but be escaped 
and retarned to the publication of 
farther “Memoirs of the Dauphin.” 
With the Hevolution of 1848 the pub- 
le interest in migting princes bad 
waned a good deal, and Richemont 
topnd hifnself unable to impress the 
public witb bis declarations. He died 
tn 1863. . 

Naundorf’s tale was the most re 
markable of all. Hé arrived in Paris 
im 1833, even dispatching an emissary 
t@ Richemont’s trial te pretest “in the 
came of Naundorff™ egainst the claim- 
apt. His first act on opening his cam 
paign was to send a letter te the 
Duchesse d’Angouleme, calling upon 
ber to appear in court te accord him 
recognition as her brother, the miss 
ing prince. ‘The result was an tame 
diate opportunity for Naundorff to re 
céont bis story on the stand. 

Rallied te Hie Call. 

Here, there and everywhere sprang 
up the “Neundorfistes” to rally at bis 
ca. With a full 200 documents ip 
sdpport of his representations, Neua- 
dorft was marshaling by fer the most 
fiportant muss of evideuge yet ad.

Legend Saye They Were Given to 
German Ambassador's Ances- 
tor by Goblin: 

Berlin—A mysterious string - of 
pearls plays a remurkable role iu the 
chistory of the family of Baron Ago 
von Muitzan, German ambassador to 
the United States, according to baron- 
ess Louise. Reisnitz-Maltzan, aunt of 

the ambarsador, 

A legend says the pearls, which are 
In whe possession of the Silesian 
branch of the family, were presented 
by a goblin In 1538 to Baroness Eva 
Regna Maltzan in the ancestral castle 
at Milltseh, in, Silesia, 

One night, the fegend goes, while 
the baroness was beside the cradie of 
her first-born child, a goblin rose up 
out of the ground and asked her to 
move the lamp to some other corner 
of the room, He explained that .the 
oil ‘from the lamp was dropping on 
the bed of his grandchild, which, in- 
visible to human eyes; was directly 
underneuth, ‘The baroness obligingly 
complied with the request of the su- 
pernatural visitor. 

Nine days later the grateful goblin 
reappeared and made her @ present 
of a string of pearls, He said they 
would bring luck to the family as 
jong as their color was unchanged 
and they remained in the possession 
of the Maltzan family, “Should the 
pearly change color, however,” he 
warned, “it means that the head of 
some brunch of the family will die.” 

The story continues that in 1616 
Joachim Maltzan, in an altercation 
with other members of the family as 
to the material of which the pearls 

rere made, mutilated one of them. 
‘Thereupon titere was an earthquake, 
accompanied by Ughtning, killing five 
persons on the Maltzan estate. 

In 1859. sister of the then owner 
of the pearls was in financial straits 
and offered them to the grandfather 
of the present ainbassador, ‘The lat 
ter, however, restored them to his 
Silesiug cousin, their rightful owner. 

It is claimed that the pearls still 
continue to change color when deaths 
occur in the family. ‘They are treas- 
ured carefully at Militsch as a talis- 
mau, the continued possession of 
which Is to bring luck to the family.

WOMEN'S ORGANIZATION GETS 
DATA ON HOME EQUIPMENT 


Makes Exhaustive Survey of Nearly 
8,000,000 Urban and 40,000 
Farm Residence 
Washington.—A home-muker's man 
ual to which the American housewife 
and her business partner, the Amert- 
can husband, can turn for unbiased tp 
formation on the question of home 
equipment fundamentals and how to 
acquire them, Is being prepared by 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs and will be ready for distribu 

ton in the early fall, 

The survey of nearly 8,000,000 ur 
ban and 40,000 farm homes to ascer 
tain accurate information on thelr 
equipment, which the General Feder 
ation recently completed, yielded the 
fact that two-thirds of the farm 
homes and 16 per cent of the urban 
bones of America are without even 
the sanitary essential of runping wa- 
ter at the kitchen sink, Follow-up 
campaigns calculated to raise the 
standard of home equipment are be 
ing inaugurated In a dozen states 
The handbook is a feature of this 
work. 

‘The handbook in no sense replaces 
the commercial catalogue, as it fur 
nisbes only non-competitive Informa- 
uon on technical, economle and plan 
aing problems relative to the ac: 
quisition of household essentials. ‘rhe 
book begins with the simplest work 
ing units and leads up progressively 
and with a thought to avolding un- 
economic replacements until complete 
iighting., heating, cooking, sanitary 
and labor-saving plants have been dis 
cussed. \ 

In the matter of running water, the 
kitchen drain or sink ts first discussed: 
then the water source, pump or well; 
next the windmill, motor or engine; 
the piping of the house and the run 
sing of water to the kitchen sink, and 
lastly In turn, the flush tollet, the 
hathtub, the wash bowl, the laundry 
tub and the water heater. In each step 
suggestions are made preparing for 
the net advance without replacement 
of original equipment. An Idea of 
costs, high, low and average, ls given 
on euch necessary plece of equip 
ment. 

The heating problem ts similarly 
treated. Dustless, odorless units that 
neat the whole house uniformly elther 
from the basement or the main floor 
are encouraged on account of thelr 
senitary advantages and their con: 

One chapter Is devoted to lighting 
and modern eqatpment. The tendency 
of the campaign ts toward the ose of 
gas or electricity from commerctat 
plants and stations or from home 
onits. The simplest working installa- 
tions for home plants are described 
and the subject Is developed up to 
and including the “tying-up" of the 
home with commercial service.

BLACK HILLS NO 
LONGER “BLACK” 


Grim Visage, Which. Sug- 
gested Name, Changed 
by Reforestation. 


Rapid City, S. D.—No sinister mean- 
Ing should be attached to the name of 
the bills of western South Dakota and 
eastern Wyoming which have recently 
come into unusual prominence as the 
setting of the summer residence of 
Presideut Coolidge. True, the term 
“black” has been associated tradl- 
Uonally with danger or fearful power 
as {s evidenced by the phrases Black 
Pirate, Black Death, Blackbeard and 
the Black Forest. But in the case 
of the Black Hills the word is used 
in a more physically descriptive sense 
referring expecially to the pine for- 
ests which cover many of the slopes. 

Centuries ago when the ludians in- 
habited the western plains and bigh- 
lands unmolested, they observed that 
these hills appeared very dark in con- 
trast with the surroupding plains. An 
Indian when riding“acrosa the vast, 
iexel lands would notice these hills far 
in the distance, not only dimly out- 
lined, but dark Uke a cloud which 
might bring rain, As the Indian rode 
nearer, the mountains continued to 
have this gloom-like aspect because of 
the thick pine forests which girdled 
the slopes blackly. In accordance with 
their custom of naming places after 
thelr most concrete and etriking char- 
acteristic, the Indians gave tu these 
fir-blanketed mountains the designa- 
tion which we still use today, indtca- 
tive of thelr color. 

French Added Their Opinion. 

When the French penetrated the 
prairie valleys and began to occupy 
the western bighlands they adopted 
the Indian oxme snd spoke of the 
Cote Noire. 

‘Today the deforestation from which 
no wooded area of our country has 
been free has altered the aspect of 
this region from that which it pre- 
sented when covered with virgin forest. 
Yet today, as the tourist approaches | 
this region, the mountains loom im | 
the distance, and as the traveler 
drives bigher and higher the forests 
and shadows give full justification to 
the centuries-old appellation. 

An identical instance of a: region 
being uamed with reference to the ¢f- 
fect of the pine forests which cover 
its slopes is that of the Black Forest, 
or Schwarzwald, of Germany. 

‘The average American citizen in 
purts of the United States other than 
the northwest is likely, to have a rath- 
er bazy idea that there is an histori- 
cal connection between the Black Hills 
and the Blackfoot Indians because of 
the likeness {9 name and because both 
have to do with the northwest. Al- 
though there are s few Blackfoot In- 
dians living in the Dakotas today, as, + 
for example, in the Cheyenne River 
reservation and the Standing Rock 
reservation, the majority ef the rem- 
nants of this tribe live nearer the 
Rocky mountains and the Canadian 
border und have long been centered 
in that section. 

Blackfoot Indians Not Involved. 

‘The origin of the name Blackfeet is 
a story In itself and quite without ref- 
erence to geographical lecation. It 
is said that when the ‘white people 
Orst made the acquaintance of this 
tribe, the Indians came marching over 
the wide plain toward the pioneer en- 
campment, Shortly before their com- 
ing » prairie fre bad spread for sev- 
eral miles away from the white mea’s 
settlement. Because the Indians had 
marched over such an expanse of 
freshly burned prairie, te leggings 
which they wore had become biack- 
ened, The whites selected this wur- 
prising and memorable characteristic 
by which to indicate thereafter tis 
particular tribe. 

For self-preservative reasons, pl- 
oneera are necessarily observant of 
the nataral peculiarities of their sur- 
roundings. Apparently the pioneers 
who settled the western part of the 
United States were also apt in re 
ferring to @ place to use & concrete 
epithet descriptive of its peculiarity. 
Deadwood, a small commercial town 
northwest of Rapid City, is an lus 
tration of this tendency. It is said 
to have received this name because 
of the chaos of fallen, dead timbers 
which. once covered the site, 

Rapld City itself is named from 
Rapid River, than which there could 
scarcely be a more picturesque and 
allnring name. 

It is sometimes remarked that to 
look at a map and read the nameg of 
the places is to know the bistory of 
the country. Although this is acarce- 
ly true with regard to the Black Hills, 
it is true that to look at a map of 
this region and to read the names 
of the places is to know the physical 
characteristics and the charm of this 
portion of our country,

Richmond — A. B.. Me- 
Daniel, of the Research Sery- 
ice, Inc., Washington, which 
is conducting a state -wide 
survey of the water resources 
of Virginia for the State Con- 
servation and Development 
Commission, discussing the 
river mills of Virginia says: 

“On a river that flows north 
into the James River, near 
the middle of the State, is a 
stone mill which has stood on 
the banks of this stream since 
1785. In Colonial days the 
corn of the settlers of this 
section was ground between 
slow-turning mill-stones. As 
the years went by and prin- 
ciples of mechanical power 
became 4nown ‘and applied, 
the mill-stones were replaced 
by great overshot water 
wheels over which the waters 
of the creek, diverted into a 
canal, passed and ‘ceaselessly 
—jturned the wheel. In more! 
recent years the over-shot 
wheel has been replaced by 
water-wheels or turbines of a 
more efficient type. 

“The old wooden dam, 
which originally’ ponded the 
water and provided a head 
for its fall upon the wheel, 
has been replaced with a 
concrete Structure as solid 
and substantial as the hillside 
against which“it rests. 

“The waters of the_creek 
in their flow down stream 
have brought silt, sand and 
gravel which has been depos-

the gradual aceumulation of

Forest fires caused damage 
" amounting to approximately 
$27,000,000 in the United 
States in 1926. This .im- 
mense loss resulted from 91,- 
800 fires which burned. over 
24,000,000 acres of the lands 
of the country. More than 
72 per_cent of the fires are 
known to have been caused 
by man, and 12 per cent by 
lightning; the causes of a 
little over 15 per cent are not 
known. Careless smokers

_ cent of all; railroads come 
next with 138 per cent, and 
brush burning is the third 
most important cause with 
12 per cent.

VOLCANO BLAST LIKELY 10 
SINK ISLAND OF BOGOSLOF 


Rock Mass in Gering Sea on Fire 
and May Pop Like Qlant 
Firecracker. a 

Datch Harbor, Alaska.—Smoking 
Uke an inferno, Bogoslof island, Ber- 
ing sea, is in a mess of fire and steam, 
with every- indication that ft is ready 
to pop like a giant firecracker, accor 
ing to reports brought here by the 
steamslip William Tupper, Seattle 
bound from Bethel. 

The vessel ventured within three 
miles of the island, a course followed 
by few ships. 

‘The whole rocky mass seemed to be 
Diazing. Smoke and steam issued 
continually from every part of the Is 
land and numerous huge Same-red 
tracks were discernible through the 
marine glasses. 

Countless huge sea Hons were in 
the water off the island, roaring tn 
protest of the burning of their favor- 
ite home, Their roaring was audible 
for six miles, 

Thousands of sea birds, generally 
resting on the rocks of Bogoslof, 
swarmed in the air about the island 


There was a discoloration tn the | —— 


surrounding water and a distinct odor 
of sulphur in the air. At night “the 
heavens refiected the inferno some- 
where in the center of the island. 

Bogosiof island is 25 miles north 
of the western end of Unalaske island 
and situated in Bering sea. It disap- 
peared many years ago, and then re 
appeared when the submarine volcano 
Deneath it became active again. 

Since 1910 it bes been gradually 
cooling off until,sea lions, seals and 
water birds found refuge on the 
rocky shores. But no vegetation ever 
obtained a foothold on the new-born 
land.

Water Power 


Virginia is twenty-third in 
amount of water ; ower she 
has developed from her 
streams, in comparison with 
the other states of the union. 
Her developed water power 
today amounts to only 138,- 
046, only 30 per cent of the 
amount which is potential. 
These figures are shown in 
the Statistical Survey of Vir- 
ginia which is just being 
completed and released. Ac- 
cording to these figures, 
which were compiled for all 
the States at the same time, 
the average developed water 
power horse power in the 
States of the Union is 244,- 
187 and for the Southern 
States, 207,603. The total 
developed water power is 11,- 
720,988 horsepower, just 34 
per cent of the available 
power in the United States. 

Only fifteen states in the 
Union have more available 
water power than Virginia, 
according to figures which 
have just been compiled. 
These figures, taken from 
the report of the Geological 
Survey, Department of the 
Interior, credit Virginia with 
horsepower of un- 
developed power.

Since 1910 it bas been gradually 
cooling off until sea Hons, seals and 
water birds found refuge on the 
rocky suores.

Virginia has imposed since 
1776 a State tax on land, 
buildings and tangible per- 
sonal property. 

One hundred and fifty 
years later, 1926, the Gen- 
eral Assembly repealed all 
State tax on such property 
and gave the taxpayer a 
much needed relief, In the 
payment of tax bills this fall 
the taxpayer will pay no tax 
whatever to the State on 
land, buildings and tangible 
personal property for the first 
time since the birth of Vir- 
ginia as a State. 

The repeal of the State tax 
on land and tangible per- 
sonal property has avoided 
the necessity of an equaliza- 
tion of assessments, as be- 
tween.one hundred counties 
and twenty-three | cities. 
Land and tangible personal 
property being subject toa 
local tax only, the - ratio of 
assessment is a matter of 
local, not State, concern and 
is consistent with the prin- 
ciple of home rule.

Lee-county Virginia, stands 
first in value of bluegrass 
lands in the United States 
according to figures produced 
by county agent M. V. Koger, 
of PenningtonsGapyVasIt 
was once (ing Ute 
of soil determined: the'value 
of farminglands Gradually, 
Mr. Koger thinks, this notion 
is giving away to the belief 
that rain fall and frost line 
must be considered also, along 
with richness of soil in passing 
on the returns of farming 
lands. No matter how well 
adapted a soil is for bluegrass, 
it cannot turn off bluegrass 
unless it has a continuous 
rainfall to produce that blue- 
grass. It is the length of 
time per year that lands func- 
tion that determines their 
value. Iowa may have the 
richest lands in the United 
States, but if Iowa lands are 
frozen 4 feet deep 8 months 
in the year, they might not 
be as valuable as less fertile 
soils that have only ninety 
days of mild winter, where 


the soil seldom freezes over’ 
two inches deep. Likewise,’ 
Mr. Koger thinks, the very, 


richest soils of the Mississippi 
Delta or south lands, might 
be less valuable as a result of 
the sweltering hot summers 
when livestock and many 
kinds of crops could not 
thrive because of too intense} 
heat, than soils situated wheré 
rain and sunshine strike a 
happy medium. 

With no effort to lessen 
the world wide reputation of 
the Old Settlement Bluegrass 
Region ot Kentucky, figures 
from the rainfall tables of the 
Weather Bureau, Washington 
D. C. on the different sections 
with bluegrass reputations-be- 
comes viry _ instructive, 
Through July, August and 
September, Lexington, Ky. 
goes shy on rainfall to a ‘dis- 
tressing degree, Mr, Koger be- 
lieves. Taking a 20 year 
period, from 1902 to 1922, 
the Bureau tables show Lex- 
ingto of 1e8. i 


a # 
ember" 86™ 
county is shy of three inches 
in the 20 year period only 14 
times. Out of these 86 shy 
months 











sixteen times while Lee 
County goes shy of two inches 
only three times. During 
this 20 year period, Lexington 
had seven thribble dry months 
(that is, 3 dry months hand 
running) while Lee County 
had no thribble dry months 
period-and only one double 

‘mapnth pe i run- 
ning bhwas in’4909° and 
both of “these “months “had 
over 2 inches rainfall. Dur- 
ing the same 20 year~period, 
Nashville Tennessee, another 
bluegrass region of wide repu- 
tation showed shyness of 3 
inch rainfall, 20 times. Five 
times of double month 
drouths. 

These figures lead to the 
conclusion that Lexington, 
Kentucky bluegrass, though 
great, while it is producing, 
Mr. Koger thin':s, cannot re- 


main-in- operation throughout | 


the summer season. That 
these periods of drouth cause 
the grass to parch and cease 
to grow. The fields become 
brown and barren. Cattle 
have'to be moved, many 
times in late July, August and 
September while Lee County 
bluegrass Iands proceed to 
carry a full load from the 
earliest spring down to Octo- 
ber 10th; that no unloading 
the-pasture-fields are neces- 


leary because the rainfall never 


fails to make its monthly 


visits to cause Lee County; 


bluegrass to thrive and lay on 
fat, one month added to the 
month before, till the frost 
line sets the market time. 

In a like manner, the frost 
line, Mr. Koger thinks the 
Bureau tables show, gives Lee 
County Thirty two days ad- 
vantage over her good neigh- 
bors, Russell and Tazewell 
counties. According to the 
figures, Tazewell has only 142 
frost free days per season 
while Lee county enjoys 174 
frost free days per season. 
This gives Lee County 16 days 
earlier grass, 16 days earlier 
turning onfor sheep, and 16 
days later grass for cattle in 
the fall. Lee county valleys, 
bing over 1,000 feet lower in

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WHAT TO-MAKE FOR 
CHRISTMAS GIFTS 


€YQ7HAT shall I make for Chrixt- 

mas?" has puzzled many 
children whose means are limited, that 
‘& few suggestions should be welcome. 

First on the list comes mother, who 
doubtless would appreciate a needle.

Any other flowers that retain 
their fragrance after drying may be 
added. This mixture (or any other 
recipe for pot-pourri) is added to the 
rose petals. 

A cupful or more of these dried 
petals are then tled in w bag of ailk 
or meésh and finished with an artificial 
flower or any other dainty top. If 
preferred, smaller ones may be made, 
containing about half # cupful each, 
‘These should be presented in groups 
of three.—Helen Gaisford.

TO USE IN LIEU OF 
A CHRISTMAS TREE 


ERHAPS you may want to vary 

the Ume-honored custom of having 
a Christmas tree. If 5 
substitutes that may appeal to you 
because of their 
cality: 

A Christmas umbrella lends itself 
well to living room decoration and re 
quires less work in preparation and 
clearing away than a tree. Get a 
large, colored umbrella, the kind In 
use for advertising purposes, or utilize 
any old umbrella that may be on band.

rule by means of which to suspend the 
‘open umbrella from the ceiling. ‘The 
frame may be decorated in any de. 
slred manner, A ood effect Is ob: 
tained by covering the inner and outer 
surface with green crepe paper and 
relieving the severity with tinseled 
festooning. A green paper-covered ut: 
brella decorated with “icicles and 
snow Ike that used on Christinas 
trees also makes a strong appeal. 
Strings of popcorn, festooning of any 
kind, bright-colored paper chains, orua 
ments, {fn fact, anything that Is used 
to decorate the Christmas tree n 
be pressed into service on the Christ 
mas umbrella.

Our “home-made” nuts may be 
browned on top of the stove, 
oven or {n deep frying fat, as Is most 
convenient. Experience, however, has 
proved that the latter method Is by 
far the most uniformly satisfactory. 
Good vegetable fat or olive ofl Is nec. 
essary for browning. It must be put in 
a deep kettle and brought to a heat of 
300 degrees. To insure success, @ 
deep fat thermometer should be used. 
‘The nuts, thoroughly dry by now, are 
placed evenly in a layer in the bot- 
tom of # frying basket and immersed 
in the hot fat to fry for two minutes. 
When a delicate brown they must be 
removed Immediately and placed on a 
sheet of brown paper or toweling to 
drain, They should be sprinkled with 
plenty of table salt and spread out to 
grow dry and crisp before serving 
If you prefer even browning to the 
above method, place your blanched 
nuts in a shallow pan containing fat 
put in a 350-degree oven and roast the 
huts untill delicately brown. stirring 
them often. For browning on top of 
the stove a tablespoonful of fat oll 
ts allowed to each cup of nuts. They 
are distributed evenly ever the surface 
of the pan and fried with constant 
stirring until they are the right color. 
When your nuts are browned you 
may make a mixture of three-fourths 
of @ teaspoonful of salt, half a tea. 
spoonful each of cinnamon, cloves and 
{ allspice to each cupful of nuts and 
sprinkle the spicy mixture freely over 
tliem.—Frank H. Sweet.
